Town looking at 
Tennis Rd. land 


Mayor investigating 
several potential sites 
for business, industry

In last year’s mayoral elec¬ 
tion, William Sapelli was not the 
candidate with extensive real 
estate experience, but he’s been 
making up for it lately. 

The mayor has been taking a 
close look at all large, develop¬ 
able parcels in town and calling 
landowners and developers 

“I’m talking with everybody,” 
he said this week. “I’ve reached 
out to everybody in town that 
has land.” 

That includes one of the most 


notorious undeveloped parcels 
in town — the Jaffe land along 
Route 57 and Tennis Road, site 
of the failed Agawam Pavilion 
shopping center proposal more 
than a decade ago. 

“These parcels are prime de¬ 
velopment pieces, particularly 
for a regional project, consider¬ 
ing their proximity to Route 57, 
downtown Springfield, Inter¬ 
state] 91 and Bradley Interna¬ 
tional Airport,” Sapelli wrote in 
a May 2 letter to the City Coun¬ 
cil. “Recently, during meetings 
with the Jaffes’ representative, 
Eric Litsky, I have become in¬ 
creasingly aware that the Jaffes 
are now motivated sellers.” 

Sapelli plans to ask the coun¬ 
cil for $4,000 to fund a real estate 
appraisal of the land. He said

Rep. announces $807,523 
for Agawam road repairs 


BOSTON — Agawam will re¬ 
ceive $807,523 in a $200 million 
state bond authorization passed 
on April 26 to help finance mu¬ 
nicipal road and bridge projects 
under Massachusetts’ Chapter 90 
program. 

State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, 
R-Southwick, supported the bill, 
which also provides $372,729 to 
Southwick and $263,977 to Gran¬ 
ville. Approved unanimously by 
both the House and the Senate, 
the bond bill has now been signed 
by Gov. Charlie Baker. 

“This is great news for the dis¬ 
trict because it means they can 
now move forward with planning 
for the summer construction sea¬ 
son,” said Boldyga. 

The House initially approved 
a Chapter 90 bond bill on April 5, 
while the Senate passed its own 
version on April 11. A conference 
committee appointed to recon¬ 
cile the differences between the 
two bills came to an agreement 
on the $200 million spending plan 
just hours before it was voted on 


by both legislative branches. 

Established in 1973, the Chap¬ 
ter 90 program allocates funding 
on an annual basis to cities and 
towns using a formula based on 
the weighted average of a munic¬ 
ipality’s population, employment, 
and total road miles. The funds 
are paid out as reimbursements 
to communities for qualifying in¬ 
frastructure work. 

Chapter 90 funds can be spent 
on a variety of municipal roadway 
projects, including resurfacing, 
drainage, sidewalks, guardrails, 
traffic control, right-of-way acqui¬ 
sition and street lighting. The fund¬ 
ing can also be used for bikeways, 
landscaping and tree planting as¬ 
sociated with certain projects, and 
for purchasing and maintaining 
certain road building machinery, 
equipment and tools.

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Council backs DIF plan in 1st reading

Despite misgivings from a few coun¬ 
cilors, the City Council voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly this week to support a district im¬ 
provement financing plan for the Walnut 
Street Extension, Ramah Circle and Food 
Mart plaza neighborhood. The DIF allows 
tax revenues generated by new growth to 
be set aside in a separate account, to be 
used for infrastructure improvements in 
the district. 

Councilor Robert Rossi was the chief 
critic of the plan, and the only one to vote 
against it. 

“I think the resolution is out of place 
and out of time,” said Rossi. “There’s a risk 
to the town in this.” 

City Councilor Dino Mercadante, part 
of the 10-1 majority, framed the plan as 
an attempt to spur any activity in a busi¬ 
ness district dominated by the vacant lot 
at the former Games and Lanes property. 
The DIF would have to gain support at a 
second vote, likely on the council’s next 
agenda, before it can take effect. 

“This is our town and we have to take a 
shot,” Mercadante said. “We have to take 
some risks. Anybody in this town knows 
the importance of doing something down 
there on Walnut Street. Something has to 
be done to encourage businesses to settle 
down there.” 

Council President Christopher Johnson 
said some business owners have gotten the 
misconception that it is separate tax on 
them. Property owners in the DIF district 
would continue to pay the same tax rate 
as others in town. The tax revenue from 
the current “baseline” valuations — the as¬ 
sessed value of their property now — would 
continue to fund the town’s general expens¬ 
es. Taxes on new growth, any assessed value 
over the baseline value, would be diverted 
into a special fund to be used only on im¬ 
provements within the DIF district. 

The district consists of all properties 
on Walnut Street Extension, both sides of 
Ramah Circle, Russo Circle, and the Aga¬ 
wam Shopping Center, also known as the 
former Food Mart plaza. It also includes 
commercial properties on Washington 
Avenue Extension, Walnut Street and the 



nut Street Extension, Ramah Circle and Food 
Mart business districts, along with the former 
Agawam Motel property and other commercial 
properties on Suffield, Springfield and Walnut 
streets.

first block of Springfield Street, as well as 
the west side of Suffield Street between 
Springfield Street and Walnut Street Ex¬ 
tension, and three lots — a former gas sta¬ 
tion, motel and house — at the corner of 
Main and Suffield streets. 

“Timing is critical here,” said Mayor Wil¬ 
liam Sapelli in an April letter to the council 
encouraging them to adopt the DIF plan. 
“Considering the former Games and Lanes 
property and the former Agawam Motor 
Lodge and Getty Station parcels are vacant, 
right now is the best possible time to lock 
in the assessments on those parcels. Once 
those parcels are developed, their assessed 
values will increase and we can maximize 
the amount of DIF dollars associated with 
that new growth.” 

Rossi compared the DIF with tax incre¬ 
ment financing, or TIF — a program al¬ 
ready being used in Agawam, under which 
individual companies’ additional tax bur¬ 
den from expansion are phased in over 
several years, in exchange for adding jobs. 


He said he preferred the TIF model, since 
the up-front investment is being made on 
private property by a private company. 
Under the DIF, he said, the town would be 
responsible for paying for infrastructure 
improvements regardless of whether busi¬ 
ness growth results in sustainable growth 
in tax revenue. 

“I’m not against new business coming 
in,” Rossi said. “I think the TIF would work 
just as well.” 

Yet nobody in the Walnut Street Exten¬ 
sion area has taken advantage of the TIF 
program, Mercadante said. 

Although Rossi was the only councilor 
to vote against the plan, others expressed 
doubts. Councilor George Bitzas asked 
that the plan be delayed for more study 
and better outreach to property owners in 
the affected district. Councilor Paul Caval- 
lo said he’d rather see infrastructure mon¬ 
ey spent on the sewer system. 

Rossi, too, questioned whether the 
town would even want to spend money 
on infrastructure in the Walnut Street Ex¬ 
tension area, given other capital priorities 
such as a new town hall, police station, 
Early Childhood Center and sewers in 
southwestern Feeding Hills. He noted that 
the City Council rejected previous Mayor 
Richard Cohen’s plan, last year, for $3.61 
million to $5.28 million in streetscape im¬ 
provements in the “downtown” district. 

Johnson said regardless of the merits 
of that plan, Walnut Street Extension and 
the Food Mart plaza are the right place for 
a DIF. He called the plan the “logical next 
step” after mixed-use zoning, which now 
allows a combination of commercial and 
housing uses on Walnut Street Extension. 

“If you look at Agawam, that’s the area 
that needs to be redeveloped,” he said. 

Sapelli, in his letter, said adopting the 
DIF makes no promises about specific 
spending. 

“We are committing nothing other 
than showing potential developers that 
the town of Agawam has skin in the 
game,’” he said. 

He also said that the DIF was proposed 
as a reaction to the council’s rejection of 
the streetscape project, a way to make in¬ 
vestments in the business district without 
raising taxes on the town as a whole. 


DD offers house 
for fire training 

Dunkin’ Donuts franchisees Peter 
Martins, John Salema and Derek Sale- 
ma have offered Agawam firefighters 
a chance to use a Suffield Street house 
they own, for training exercises before 
they demolish it. 

The residential home is on a parcel of 
property that Dunkin’ Donuts has pur¬ 
chased, and intends to raze, as part of 
an expansion and traffic improvement 
project proposed for the shop at Silver 
and Suffield streets. 

“Since demolition of the building on 
the property is required, we felt that be¬ 
fore doing so, we should offer it to the 
Agawam Fire Department to allow for 
specialized training,” said Martins. “We 
believe that this will allow the Agawam 
Fire Department to provide their fire¬ 
fighters with an opportunity to receive 
valuable training, under real-life condi¬ 
tions, in an actual residential setting.” 

Most area fire departments use a 
concrete “burn house’” at the Regional 
Firefighter Training Center in Spring- 
field, for firefighter training. 

“The ability to provide our firefight¬ 
ers with specialized training under ac¬ 
tual real-life conditions is a great oppor¬ 
tunity to gain valuable experience that 
will better prepare our trainees for The 
real thing,” said Agawam Fire Chief Alan 
Sirois. “I appreciate Dunkin’ Donuts’ 
generous offer to allow us this opportu¬ 
nity at this building.” 

The department will not be setting 
fire to the building, but will be using 
non-toxic, synthetic smoke to simulate 
the conditions in a real house fire. 

The house is being demolished to pro¬ 
vide the existing Dunkin’ Donuts store 
with improved traffic flow within its 
congested parking lot by elongating 
the on-site “stacking lane” for the drive- 
through window. This will also al¬ 
low Dunkin’ Donuts to improve traffic 
flow at the busy crossroad by moving 
the access and egress lane further away 
from the intersection, said Paul Caron, 
community liaison for Dunkin’ Donuts.

Wide search is 
right decision 

L ooking locally has suited it well 
for several years, but the Agawam 
School Department is making its 
search for a new assistant superinten¬ 
dent the widest one in almost two de¬ 
cades — and that’s not a bad thing. 

There are 39 applicants for the No. 2 
job at the Central Office, coming from 
three states. The vast majority, 37, are 
from out of town. 

In the past 16 years, Agawam has 
hired three superintendents, an inter¬ 
im superintendent, and two assistant 
superintendents. All but one of those 
six hires came from within the district. 
Mary Czajkowski was the assistant su¬ 
perintendent in Agawam before she 
moved up to the top job in 2002. She 
then tapped William Sapelli, an Aga¬ 
wam product through-and-through — 
born here, attended school here, taught 
here, building principal here — as the 
new assistant superintendent. When 
Czajkowski left, Sapelli was the natural 
choice to take over in the interim. The 
School Committee found it liked him 
as the top-tier leader, so it hired Sapelli 
permanently without even considering 
other options. When Sapelli retired last 
year, the School Committee did post the 
job externally, but quickly whittled the 
applicant list down to two finalists — 
coincidentally or not, both from within 
the district. One was Steve Lemanski, 
who got the job. The other was Allison 
LeClair, who had been hired to replace 
Sapelli as assistant superintendent in 
2011, and was the only external hire of 
the bunch — from as far away as South- 
wick. 

Now LeClair is moving on, to take the 
superintendent’s post in Easthampton. 
Based on the track record, one would 
expect her current job to go to a known 
quantity, someone already employed as 
a school principal or central administra¬ 
tor in Agawam. But the external posting 
and the size of the applicant pool aren’t 
the only thing different about this par¬ 
ticular candidate search. The schools 
are using a different procedure this time 
around: a separate search committee 
and closed-door interviews, at least in 
the first round. 

The change to the interviewing pro¬ 
cess is the key to ensuring that the best 
candidates, from all around the region, 
apply. It allows administrators in other 
districts to apply for the job in Agawam 
without publicly announcing to their 
bosses that they’re actively looking to 
leave. 

Agawam has been well served by its 
internal hires over the years. By choos¬ 
ing an in-town candidate for the top 
job, the schools have been able to avoid 
the steep learning curve that confronts 
many superintendents, who spend 
much of their first few years just getting 
to learn all the local personalities, poli¬ 
cies and institutional history. They’ve 
also ensured that the folks they hire 
know what they are getting into, which 
makes it less likely they leave after their 
first three-year contract is up. Czajkow¬ 
ski was in office nine years before she 
moved on to the next challenge. Sapelli 
stayed until he was ready to retire. 

But those attributes are less valuable 
in an assistant superintendent, who is 
expected to lead the schools’ curricu¬ 
lum and human resources efforts, not 
to serve as the public face of the district. 
And especially in the realms of policy 
and administration, there’s also some¬ 
thing to be said for new ideas and a fresh 
look from an outsider selected purely 
on merit. After more than 15 years of 
in-town and next-town hires, perhaps 
it’s time for a leader from farther afield. 
Lemanski and the School Committee are 
right to give it some consideration.

Kathleen Auer, director of public health

Kathleen Auer is the newest 
addition to Agawam’s admin¬ 
istrative staff, having become 
the town’s health agent only 
last October. Although she is 
new to Agawam, she came with 
a wealth of experience in many 
areas. The married mother of 
two grown children, she ran her 
own day care center while her 
children were young and then 
used that work towards credits 
when she began at the UMass 
University Without Walls pro¬ 
gram. She graduated with a 
degree in environmental land 
management but is also a regis¬ 
tered environmental health spe¬ 
cialist, a certified sanitarian and 
health officer, and a licensed 
septic system inspector. 

Auer worked for a time in the 
Berkshires, where many of the 
small towns do not have sewers. 
She explains that science has 
shown that septic systems re¬ 
plenish ground water, and that 
is one of the reasons grant mon¬ 
ey for installation of sewers has 
decreased. She notes that she 
has worked a long time in the 
Pioneer Valley and has never yet 
seen a site where a septic sys¬ 
tem could not be rebuilt. 


After several years in a simi¬ 
lar job in West Springfield, Auer 
was quite familiar with the var¬ 
ious divisions that fall into the 
public health cat¬ 
egory. She spends 
a lot of time doing 
building inspections 
for health violations 
and with blighted 
properties. She also 
inspects all food 
services in town, in¬ 
cluding restaurants, 
schools, elder care 
facilities and food 
trucks. As Agawam 
is one of only two 
towns in Massachu¬ 
setts that includes 
its school nurses 
under the public health depart¬ 
ment, she works closely with 
school principals to supervise 
those 10 individuals, also. 

According to Auer, public 
health is all about prevention, 
which is difficult to measure, 
so she has to work very hard 
to get the funding necessary to 
do her job well. Along with oth¬ 
er functions, last year her de¬ 
partment issued 312 licenses, 
including those for pools and 
body art. It is also responsible 
for burial permits. She praises 


her team for their tremendous 
help, especially Sherry Petruc- 
ci, the public health nurse. 

Auer points out that edu¬ 
cating people on 
how to be safe is a 
major part of her 
work, and one that 
she particularly en¬ 
joys. She also likes 
working with mul¬ 
tiple departments 
to achieve a goal. 
Right now, she is 
involved with the 
Energy Commis¬ 
sion preparing for 
emergency circum¬ 
stances and with 
the Board of Health 
on a proposal to 
the City Council for a new or¬ 
dinance that would update the 
prohibition of tobacco use on 
town property to include va- 
ping, among other changes in 
local smoking laws. 

For someone who likes 
working at a job that truly in¬ 
volves doing something differ¬ 
ent every day, Kathy Auer has 
found the perfect position.

initial interviews for LeClair’s 
successor. LeClair, who has been 
assistant superintendent in Aga¬ 
wam since 2012, recently accept¬ 
ed the post of superintendent of 
schools in Easthampton. Her last 
day in Agawam will be in June. 

The search committee com¬ 
prises representatives from 
across the district and the town. 
Lemanski said that because there 
are two applicants who currently 
work in Agawam schools, he did 
not want to identify members of 
the committee who will be doing 
initial interviews. 

Members of the committee in¬ 
clude a parent, a School Commit¬ 
tee member, an elementary and 
secondary principal, plus teach¬ 
ers with experience in teaching 
specific curriculums. Also on the 
committee are several staff from 
the district’s central office as well 
as a special education facilitator 
from the district who works with 
parents and the district to devel¬ 
op individual education plans 
(IEPs) for students. 

Another change to the pro¬ 
cess that was used last year is 
that interview sessions for the 
assistant superintendent’s po¬ 
sition will not be held during 
meetings open to the public. Last 
year, the school committee voted 
unanimously to conduct all of its 
interviews for the superinten¬ 
dent position in public sessions. 
Applicants were made aware of 
this when the position was post¬ 
ed internally and advertised in 
education publications. 

Since 37 of the 39 applicants 
are from outside Agawam — they 
come from Massachusetts, Con¬ 


necticut and Rhode Island — Le¬ 
manski said he wanted to keep 
them anonymous, during the 
initial stages, so that their home 
districts would not know they 
had applied for the posi¬ 
tion in Agawam. 

The deadline for ap¬ 
plying for the assistant 
superintendent’s po¬ 
sition was May 1. The 
committee, which has 
been reviewing resumes 
of all applicants, will 
whittle the 39 applicants 
down to eight candi¬ 
dates. From those eight 
candidates, they may 
conduct second interviews with 
four candidates to determine 
two finalists. The committee also 
could select two finalists without 
holding second interviews. 

Lemanski will interview the 
two finalists and will visit their 
districts before he makes a deci¬ 
sion about whom to hire. He will 
then make a recommendation to 
the School Committee, which is 
expected to vote on Lemanski’s 
recommendation at its May 29 
meeting. The new assistant su¬ 
perintendent will start July 1. 

The salary range for the posi¬ 
tion is $120,000 to $125,000. The 
assistant superintendent is re¬ 
sponsible for overseeing curric¬ 
ulum and instruction in the dis¬ 
trict, as well as acting as human 
resources director. 

Candidates for assistant su¬ 
perintendent must have a valid 
Massachusetts teaching certifi¬ 
cate with an endorsement as an 
assistant superintendent, and 
have earned a master’s degree 
with a major in educational ad¬ 
ministration or supervision. A 
doctorate is preferred, but not 


required. 

Extensive knowledge of edu¬ 
cational standards is required, 
along with a minimum of five 
years of experience as a class¬ 
room teacher and a 
minimum of five years of 
experience in school ad¬ 
ministration and super¬ 
vision. Another requisite 
is a minimum of three 
years of experience in 
curriculum development 
and assessment at the 
elementary, middle and 
secondary levels. 

Lemanski, who be¬ 
came superintendent 
less than a year ago after a de¬ 
cade as principal of Agawam High 
School, said he’s looking forward 
to hiring a person who can com¬ 
plement his style and beliefs. 

“This is exciting, as I’ve been 
able to select many teachers as a 
principal in the past,” he said. “Be¬ 
ing able to do so provides a sense 
of team when moving forward.” 

He said LeClair will be missed 
in Agawam. “Allison has a wealth 
of knowledge. I’m pleased that 
she was able to be successful in 
her search to become a super¬ 
intendent. She has all the qual¬ 
ities and qualifications to be a 
successful superintendent of 
schools.” 

LeClair was hired to fill a va¬ 
cancy for assistant superinten¬ 
dent after Sapelli was promoted 
to superintendent in late 2011. 
Before coming to Agawam, Le¬ 
Clair worked for 17 years in the 
neighboring Southwick-Tolland 
Regional School District. 

Last year, when Lemanski was 
hired to succeed Sapelli, LeClair 
was the other finalist considered 
by the School Committee.

in his letter that this “may be an 
opportunity to gain site control 
over these Tennis Road parcels 
and partner with the Baker-Poli- 
to administration to get Route 
57 on- and off-ramps construct¬ 
ed and the site developed into a 
regionally significant attraction 
that could feature creative retail, 
planned urban developments, in¬ 
dustrial space and more.” 

Tennis Road is a two-lane 
roadway that runs one-tenth of 
a mile from Mill Street to an on- 
ramp to the eastbound Route 57 
expressway. An exit ramp from 
westbound Route 57 connects 


to Mill Street nearby. The near¬ 
est ramps to and from Route 57 
in the opposite directions are at 
Suffield Street, more than half 
a mile away on the expressway, 
and more than a mile away on 
local roads. 

Sapelli clarified this week 
that he does not have particular 
uses in mind for the Jaffe land, 
or for any of the other large de¬ 
velopable parcels he has been 
looking at. He said the Jaffe 
organization is just one of the 
landowners he has spoken to 
since taking office in January. 
Sapelli said he would like to see 
more commercial and industri¬ 
al development in town, to spur 
growth in the tax base. 


The Jaffe Family Foundation, 
based in Mahwah, N.J., owns four 
lots in the area, the largest of 
which is 70.96 acres and valued, 
on its town assessment card, at 
$1,534,400. Another lot behind 
that one measures 5.9 acres and is 
valued at $41,100. Jaffe’s holdings 
continue along Tennis Road with 
an 8.42-acre lot ($148,000) and a 
1.27-acre lot ($62,300). 

The one existing building on 
Tennis Road, a fitness center, 
sits on a 3.91-acre lot not owned 
by Jaffe. 

The Jaffe family founded and 
operates Ascena Retail Group 
Inc., the owner of women’s and 
girls’ clothing retailers such as 
Ann Taylor, Dress Barn, Lane Bry-

ant and Justice. 

Though the Tennis Road prop¬ 
erty has never been developed, it’s 
been a constant subject of discus¬ 
sion since a 2005 proposal to site 
a large shopping center there, to 
be known as Agawam Pavilion, 
with Lowe’s and Target as its an¬ 


chor tenants. 

The shopping center would 
have required a zoning change, 
which the City Council unan¬ 
imously opposed at the time. 
An attempt to enact the zoning 
change by referendum split the 
town into two factions, represent¬ 
ed by grassroots lobbying groups 
Citizens Against Retail Devel¬ 
opment and Citizens in Favor of 
Retail. The proposed developer 
of the shopping center, National 
Realty Development Corp., also 
campaigned heavily in favor of 
the ballot questions. Town of¬ 
ficials continued to oppose the 
project, and at the ballot box, the 
majority of voters rejected the 
zoning change.

fundraiser, and raised more 
than $56,000 last year. It 
was the organization’s first 
show in 2015 that spurred 
Maiwald to quit her job at 
her husband’s company, 
Renaissance Advisory Ser¬ 
vices LLC, to jump aboard 
the Unify ship. It is her first 
time working for a nonprof¬ 
it organization. 

“My husband and I at¬ 
tended it and we were so 
blown away by what they 
had done, it really affected 
us and we just wanted to 
get involved,” she explained. 
“My older son was bullied 
in school. It’s something 
you just don’t forget. As a 
mom, it was painful to me 
that he was hurting. When 
we went to the 2015 fashion 
show it just spoke to us.” 

Bullying is an issue felt all 
levels of schooling. Maiwald’s 
family has had their own ex¬ 
periences with it and knows 
it’s an issue that is more 
widespread than it should. 
She moved to Agawam in 
the late 1980s from Spring- 
field and has remained here 
since. She has had two sons 
and a stepson pass through 
schooling, and has seven 
grandchildren working their 
way up the educational lad¬ 
der. Maiwald explained it’s 
important to keep raising 
awareness and provide out¬ 
lets for the one to scared to 
speak up about bullying. 

“I think all the school 
districts are dealing with 
this pervasive issue, and 
that’s why Unify is really 
important,” she said. “We’re 
a charity of hope and we are 
bringing awareness to the 
silence that is associated 
with bullying.” 

In addition to the fashion 
show, Unify has launched a 
global snapchat campaign 
— the “Unify Selfie Chal¬ 
lenge” — to “bring an end to 
the silence of bullying.” Peo¬ 
ple from all 50 states and 56 
countries participated in 


50 days during last year’s 
campaign. This year they’ve 
upped the goal to include 50 
celebrities and Chris Evans, 
“Captain America” himself, 
and Gov. Charlie Baker are 
among ones that have re¬ 
sponded so far. 

Maiwald is also coordi¬ 
nating Unify clubs in schools. 
The clubs will be led by the 
oldest students in a school 
that participate in Unify and 


provide a safe space for stu¬ 
dents to talk with their peers. 

“Having dealt with a lot 
of 11th graders, we have 
peer presentation from the 
high school kids and we 
have more goals of them 
going into the schools and 
really present what the ef¬ 
fect of bullying does and 
the right way to treat some¬ 
one,” she explained.

University honors oldest grad at 100

Less than a month after 
her 100th birthday, Vivian 
Roberts welcomed offi¬ 
cials from Westfield State 
University to her Agawam 
home, bearing gifts honor¬ 
ing her as the university’s 
oldest living graduate. 

Roberts, a longtime 
schoolteacher at Phelps 
School in Agawam, gradu¬ 
ated in 1939 from what was 
then known as Westfield 
Normal School. WSU Presi¬ 
dent Ramon Torrecilha and 
university trustee Robert 
Magovern, an Agawam res¬ 
ident, brought her several 
gifts, including a copy of the 
1939 yearbook. 

Still as spry and engag¬ 
ing as the young woman 
in the yearbook, Roberts 
regaled her visitors with 
reminiscences of her time 
at Westfield and her recipe 
for a long life. 

“Our class began with 89 
women and one man, but 
because of the Great De¬ 
pression, students dropped 
out to join breadlines and 
only 30 or so were left by 
graduation time,” she re¬ 
called. “Tuition was $200 
and my father struggled to 
keep me in school.” 

Roberts’ mother had 
died shortly after she be¬ 
gan college. In addition to 
the onset of her studies, 
Roberts also inherited the 
responsibility of managing 
the household. In addition 
to her studies and domestic 
duties, she also found time 
to play on the college wom¬ 
en’s basketball team. 

Roberts taught in Aga¬ 
wam for more than 30 years 
and substitute taught, as 
well. She still lives inde¬ 
pendently, does all of her 
own cooking and shopping, 
and works at her church, 
First Baptist in Agawam, one 
day a week. She advised her 
visitors from her alma ma¬ 
ter to “eat like a king in the 
morning, a prince at lunch

ABLE Machine Tool Sales Inc. will 
expand its operations in Agawam af¬ 
ter receiving tax breaks from the state 
and town governments. 

The public-private partnership will 
see the firm hire 10 new employees, re¬ 
tain 30 employees and make a private 
investment of $2.46 million. ABLE sells, 
supports and services computerized 
control equipment throughout New 
England. The company has purchased 
land for a new facility down the street 
from its existing facility at 800 Silver St. 


Marc Strange, the town’s director 
of planning and community develop¬ 
ment, said ABLE has purchased 15,000 
square feet of property. The new site 
will increase its floor space by 50 
percent. Mayor William Sapelli add¬ 
ed that “work has already begun and 
should be finished by September.” 

The town government approved a 
five-year tax increment financing plan, 
amounting to a $156,000 savings in 
property taxes. Additionally, the state 
will provide $75,000 in Economic De¬ 
velopment Incentive Program tax cred¬ 
its.
